179 9 , w a s wrecked in the North sen, 
w ith th e largest a m ount of g old on board 
tha t ever w ent to the bottom . 
T he see 
retary of L loyds’ recently g a ve to the 
public an interesting account of th is 
wreck and of the num erous a ttem p ts to 
find her lost treasure. T he Lntino waft a 
8ti g un frig a te, captured from the French 
iu 179 3. 
“ In the a utum n of 179 9 it w a s n eces­ 
sary to send a large a m ount of «¡>0010 
across the North sea, a nd, as usua l, a p ­ 
plica tion w a s made to (he a dm ira lty for a 
k in g ’s ship. 
This m ethod of conveya nce 
wa s thou g h t Hie best g ua ra ntee for hon­ 
esty, Hie is'st assura nce a g a inst ca pture 
by foreig n foes. 
A lthoug h « 1m1 m oney 
is supposed to ha ve been tra nsm itted by 
tho L u tin e to pay B ritish troops then 
serving in H olla nd, 
tin» bulk of the 
treasure w as forw arded fur purely com­ 
mercial reasons. 
“ London 
m ercha nts 
tra ding 
w ith 
north G erm a ny in those da ys w ere iu 
tho h a bit of sending tlieir g oods and 
then dra w in g hills fur tlieir va lue upon 
H a m burg and other houses at so m a ny 
m onths ahead. By the tim e the lnllH fe ll 
duo the g oods had been sold for ca sh, 
which w a s paid into th e banks to m eet 
eng a g em ents. 
But a protracted frost in 
the ea rly part of 179 9 hud so long se a l­ 
ed the Id bo t hat the m ercha ndise had 
been deta ined ice bound and could not 
bo la nded or disposed of in tim e. 
“ T he London traders, to sa ve their 
credit und eseujio the expense of protest, 
providing now hills and other proba ble 
com m ercia l disa sters, resolved to send 
cash across to cover their dra fts as they 
ca m e to m a turity. 
So g ra ve w a s the 
crisis, so g rea t the sum to ho em ba rked, 
tha t a k in g ’s ship w a s a sked, and nea r­ 
ly every ba nking firm j u Lombard street 
dispa tched a m ember in cha rg e of its 
ow n ca sh contribution. 
“ Moreover, as m a ny leg a l question« 
m ig ht a rise, 101 experienced nota ry— hi« 
na m e is preserved, Mr. Kchabruch— w a s 
secured to a ccom pany tho party und a d ­ 
vise in a ny difficulty. T h e precious ca r­ 
g o w a s insured principa lly a t L loyds’. 
“ Va rious ideas, and nothing q u ite 
a u th orita tive, preva il a s to the exa ct 
am ount on board the Lutine. Homo sa y 
the specie, w hich wus in coins of a ll 
sorts, g old und silver, g uinea s, g olden 
pia sters, 
double 
lonis 
d ’or, B icilia n 
g oldpicces, silver pia sters and dolla rs, 
also in g old and silver bars, reached a 
tota l va lu e of upward of a m illion. 
“ lu O ctober of tha t yea r the L utine 
wa s ordered round to Y a rm outh to take 
trea sure on board and proceed to the 
Elbe. 
H er ca pta in w a s one La ncelot 
Bkynner, R. N .,a n officer of d istinction, 
and no doubt ins m ission wa s m uch to 
his ta ste. 
The short voya g e wa s lik ely 
to bring him considera ble prolit, for it 
wa s tho rule to pay na va l ca pta ins a 
com m ission of 1 
per cent on the tota l

the L u tin e lay in Y a rm outh roads w ith 
a m erry pa rty on board.

Bchabrach, the notary, very soon a fter 
w ard d ied , but not u n til he had told the 
little he knew,

In the yea r im m e­ 
d ia tely follow in g , w hen the w hole thin g 
was fresh and before the sand had silted 
or drifted over the wreck, the Dutchm en 
fished up som e £ .05,000.

“ The present opera tions were begun

18 9 2 by an E ng lish eng ineer, Mr.
